Consul General Harris reports, January 17: 

The total number of cases of cholera reported in Smyrna from the 
beginning of the outbreak, November 12, 1910, to date is 271 with 
185 deaths. Of this number 90 cases with 63 deaths occurred in 
November and December, 1910, and 181 cases with 122 deaths from 
January 1 to 16, 1911, inclusive. 

A part of the water supply of the city has been found to be heavily 
contaminated.
